In most instances, as he sces
it, carrying weapons by officers is a
broad invitation for the other fellow
to shoot, if he is srmed.

Sioux City Journal, 5th: Redue-
tion of combination bridge tolls was
discussed nt a meeting of the Real
Estate association at the Commercial
club  yesterday. A .committee of
three will be appointed, according to
James F. Toy, president, to co-oper-
ate with other eivic bodies in an ef-
fort to obtain a reduction. Excessive
profit is shown in the report of the
government auditor, it was stated by
Ward R, Evans, attorney for inter-
ests seeking the reduction, C. D.
Smiey and G. L. Gasser presented the
views of South Sioux City in the
matter, The [inancing of the bridge
was frenzied, according to Mr. Smi-
ley, who declared that a reduction of
toll should be effected. 8. Gil-
man gave & history of the bridge and
presented the Sioux City side of the
matter. The evidence is all in and
the matter has been referred to the
government engineer at Kansas City
and through him to Secretary of War
Baker, The bridge reaped a net
profit of $76,000 in eighteen months,
according to Mr. Gilman, while
£30,000 a year is said to be reasona-
ble, The bridge was built at a cost
of $288,000, and the present tax was
voted in 1894, Toll for a wagon is
now 25 cents, for an automobile 20
cents, and for each passenger b cts.
One cent a passenger is said by Mr.
Gilman to be sufficient.

Time of Day Not to be Glven hy
Telephone Operators.

In line with the policy of the gov-
ernment to conserve labor and ma-
terinls for war needs, the former
proctice of the telephone company of
giving the time of day was discon-
tinued September lst,

When a elephone subseriber asks:
“What is the time, please?” it takes
as much time on the part of the op-
erator and an equal use of telephone
equipment ns would be required to
complete an ordinary telephone call.
In Dakota City numerous requests
for the time are made daily over the
telephone, so when this practice
digscontinued many more important
telephone calis can be handled with
the same operating force and same
equipment,

The telephone operators have also
ebeen instructed to eourteously de-
cline to give information regarding
other maters not directly relating to
the furnishing of telephone service.
One quite common practice which
has been eliminated is the calling of
people in the morning, Requests for
this service have been made in larger
numbers than most people realize,
particularly by people without alarm
clocks, or those who desired to be

sure of being awakened in the morn-

With the growing requirements of
the government for telephone equip-
ment for the fighting forces abroad
and service for training camps, sup-
oty depots and other parts of the

phone facilities are taxed to their
utmost. The telephone people say
that to eliminate calls not ralating
to the giving of telephone service
will permit the relense of operators
and equipment for more important
messages and result in  the company
being better able to take care of the
service with the present telephone
forees and facilities,

WOMEN AND CHILDREN
MUST BE MADE SAFE

Chairman of the Woman's Division of
the Council of National Defense,
Germany has outraged all that civill

zation has done for the world for thou-
sunds of years; in fact, It Is beyoud
question that the
conduct of the
Germnan natlon
dursng this war
proves tlint the
kind of “Kultur”
whilch expresses
ftself In the vio
lutlon of national
treatles, lgnores
svery rule of war,
* glories In the mu-
tHation of Inno-
rent chlldren, in
the nssassinntion
and worse than
gslavery of wom-
en, and violntes
every principle of honor, {s mallclous
and degrading.

If such a system were permlitted to
conquer Iin this struggle, it would
wrest from the free people of the
world not alone thelr freadom and
thelr Ideals of democratie justlce,
which, through generations of priva-
tlon, perseverence and Indomitable
will, they have wrung from the past,
but it would crush all the achieve
ments of peaceful Industry, of educa-
tlon, and especlally of spiritual aspira-
tion, which are the hard-earned frults
of these generations of world service.

Must Save Our Children,

We must save our children from the
debasing spirit of militarlsm, If Amer-
lean men and women are ever again
to hope for the things they have cher-
Ished, and from which thelr ancestors
soughtf to escape when they defled the
tyranny of (he domination of might
and gave to the world the democratic
Ideals of Justice and equality in the
immortul Declaration of Independence
to which our flag and our country are
dedieated,

It 18 not enough that Germany shall
be defenfed In battle or conguered by
hunger; she must be shown the truth,
thit the world will no longer permit
any people to hold over-ruted power
which threatens its peace or paralyzes
the processes of civilization,

“We Are Awake Now."

Whatever may have been our error
In the past, however blind we may
have been, we are awake now.
Whatever mistakes we have madg
in the past, however we may have
underestimated Germhoy's desire
¢rush the democratic Ideals of the
world, now that that purpose is known,
it must be overcome If womanhood ana
chlldhood are to be saved anywhere,
There can be reparntion for these
deeds nowhere, either In this world
or In the world to come. The only
hope les in such a conquest over the
spirit of Germany that It may learn
the truth ; that it may understand that
today, as In time past, the only foun.
dation, security and stabllity for any
people, Germapy included, is in right.
eousness : that above the roar of bat-
tle, the shrieking of sheils, the groans
of the dying and the cries of little
children, the prophets of Bld are call-
ing in tones that the whole world and
Germany must heed, "What does It
profit @ man? What does the law re-
‘quire of them but to do justly, to love
‘wercy and 10 walk humbly with God?"

REAL AMERICANIZATION,

“AMake the Unlted States o One Lau
gunge Nation" Is the watehword adopt.
el by the Natlonn! Security Lengue {or
one of the great divislons of Its work,
directed by o Committee on Forelgn
Langunge oand Forelgn Press. This
committee 18 devoting Its attention ot
the present time toward obtaining the
clhmination of the teaching of German
in the pubdle schicols of the country
und the discontinuance of newspapers
printed In German, The thought back
of this effort of the Becurlty League,
however, as sot forth by Col. Charles
I, Lydecker, president of the Lengue,
in a recent Interview goes far beyond
encemy allen considerations.

“It is the duty of every citizen (o
know the English tongue,” gays Colo-
nel Lydecker. *“*To refuse to learn it In
to fling defiance at the nation, To neg-
lect to lenrn it Is voluntarily to remain
unfit for the dutles of American c¢ltl-
zenship, We are Justifiedl in expecting
open and loyal conducet, and we ¢lulm
the right to Insist upon this. Ameri-
conlzation really means education, If
we educeate our people properly we
ghall make true Amerlcans of our cltl-
zena of whatever blood, Americans
wise In knowledge of the princlples of
democracy and true In heart for falr
ness and generoslty between men,
Great patlence has been exerclied In
our efforts to convince the foreigners,
In the case of those not now convineed

‘ice to the enuse for which we fight

ds  stronger measures. They

a4 he compelled to convinee theh-
selves of the value and the justice of
Amervican Idéas, and this requires a
knowledge of (he Engligh language.”
All the arguments on that so fre-
quently nebulous term “Americanien-
tlon” would seem to be supmed up
here,  What could be simpler or more
common-sensible than that o man o
fully apprecinte Amerien must Know
s lnngunge?

A LOYAL CONGRESSMAN,

President  Wilson seems (o have
rather detinltely settled a much moot-
el guestion by his opposition to the
candidacy for reelection of Congress-
man Slayden of Texan, which resulied
In that gentleman withdrawlng from
the ree, Mre, Slayden voted for both
the Conseription BN and the Declara-
tlon of War, but hnd a consistent antl-
preparedness record and voted against
the Knhn Amendment substituting the
selective draft for ‘the volunteer Bys-
tam In the Conseription Bill

There hins been much digcussion ns
to whether n Congressman's loyalty or
waur record should be judged adcord-
ing to the way he voted on the Dec-
lnention of War and has voted since,
or whether his opposition to ante-war
measures looking to the milltary em-
cloncy of the country should be count-
ed pgainst him, President Wilgon ap-
penrs to have answered the question.

In Mne with this viewpoint as to the
wanr fitness of a Congressman the Na-
tionil Security League's Congresslonal
Campalgn Committee has just issued a
chart glving the record of the voles
of all the members of the House of
Rtepresentatives In the Sixty-fourth
and Sixty-fifth Congresses on the elght
privecipal preparednoess and war meas-
wres, from the MeLemore Resolution
to the Kahn Amendment, The Securl-
ty Lengue's committee analyzes the
chart by Individuald and by states, It
shows that of the 874 men who sat In
both Congresses only 47 voted right
on all eight measures; that 7T voted
wrong on all eight, 22 wrong on seven
of the measures, 80 wrong on slx and
08 wrong on flve,

North Dakotd eads the bad record
list with a percentage of 70.16 wrong
votes, Colorado 1s n close second with
o percentage of 78.12.

Thede figures clearly Indicate that
there s declded room for hnprévement
in the present constirution of Con-
gress and make an unanswerable argu-
ment for the suppert of the Mnitional
Security Lengue's campnign for a 100
per cent, loyal Congress by all patriot-
fe cltlzens, irrespective of politics.
